The undersigned visited the Lester Hospital ant 
ermeavoured to question Sze; the latter, however, due te 
exceseivea weakness was uneble to Say wore than that he 
had not recognised the man responsible fer the shooting, : 
that he had no ensmies anf no political affiliations =<. | 
he spoke fluent English. 

Perusal of the various statements made by witnesses 
makes it possible to reeount the stery of the actual 
shooting as follows: 

it eppearsz that Sse came to his office at Central 
Hoad at about Sacme During the course ef the mneraing he 
interviewed several persons emongst whom were twe Japanese 
whe ere believed to have been present at the time ef the j 
sheeting but as yet, have not been loeated. Shortly befere 
Meon (the time varies in the statements of the several 
witnesses) twe male Chinese (Geeeribea on Sheet me<l) 
entered threugh the dverway; the ens whe was wearing 


a pence norte 


Chinese clothing remained by the door while the other who 
was Gresred in foreign clothing, walked up to the counter 
and asked for Sse-e Sse who was sitting at his desk, turned 
amd asked the man what -he wanted whereupon the iatter 
put his hané into the right side-peeket of his jacket, 
drew out a small biack pistol (or revolver) ani fired 
three shots, one of whieh struck Sse in the face. The 
two men then abscoaied leaving the building, it is believed 
by way of the stairs and the main entrance. (There is a 
back entranse to the building but the door leading to it 
is locked) 

Special mention should be given te the willing ani 
useful assistance rendered by Special Censtable Isaacs 
who was passing near-by at the time of the sheeting ani 
was on the scene before the arrival of the regular Pelice. 

No motive for the crire hast as yet been discovered; 
Sze is known to have heé connections with a certain 
Seamen's Union anfii to nmmber several Japansse amengst his 
acquai nta neces « 

investigation with a view to the eventual apprehension 
of the criminals is proeeeding.
